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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: No claims have been amended. In the remarks 
filed 12/3/08, applicant argued that the specification as filed provides multiple examples of measuring Src phosphorylation activity in assays 
when APP is present. The examiner has closely reviewed the cited sections of the specification, but cannot find evidence of the step of 
measuring Src phosphorylation activity in these assays; this step is required by independent claim 1, part d). All that is described is 
measuring A-beta production (see e.g. Examples 2 and 3). The rejection under 35 USC 1 12, first paragraph, for reciting new matter is 
therefore maintained for the reasons previously made of record. 

The objection to the specification for reciting new matter is also maintained. While the amendment to the specification filed 12/3/08 
changed the text at p. 5 fourth paragraph, applicant chose not to amend the text at p. 6 line 1 1 . The examiner specifically pointed out that 
this was considered new matter (see Final rejection mailed 8 September 2008, p. 3 final paragraph). While applicant chose to amend p. 5 
so that step b) was not new matter, p. 6 was not amended in the reply filed 12/3/08. Therefore the objection to the specification for reciting 
new matter, which is prohibited by 35 USC 132(a), is maintained. 
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
